Rules for Governing Nurses. 
[From the Memphis Appeal. } 
The following rules have been adopted by the 
Howaid Association for the government of 
nurses in their employ: 


1. Absolute obedience tothe physicians’ in- 
structions will be demanded by this association. 
No interference with or negiect in carrving out 
their treatment wil! be tolerated. 

2. Noone should be aliow6éd to-enter the room 
of the patient except the necessary nurses, 
physician and Moward visitor. 

3. Unnecessary conversation must be avoid- 
ed, and perfect quieiude insisted upen, bothin 
and around the eick roon. 

4. Yellow-iever patients snould never be per- 
mitted to raise their heads from 1):« pillow, and 
must not, under any preiext whatever, be 
leit alone in the room until able: sit up with- 
vut dunger. 

5. Ibe nurse should be kind, gentle and pa- 
tient, because yellow fever so disturbs ths 
nervous sysiem, and pain and suttering the 
accustomed placidity of the patient, that they 
scarcely appreciate the kindest efferts to min- 
isier to their wants 

6. The nurse must not sleep while on duty, 
unless by consent of the physician in charge. 

7. The use of iatoxicating drinks whileo. 
duty is absolutely forbidden. A violation of 
this rule will subjectthe nurseto immediate 
di-churge, with forfeiture ot all pay due. 

8. The nurse is required to continue an duty 
until relieved by the physicianin attendance 
(or by « Howard visitor, if the physician has 
ceased to visit the patient), unless in case of 
dexuth, when the nurse will assist in pre- 
paring the remains for interment, in accord- 
ance with the rules prescribed by tbe Board of 
Health, when,if there is any one else to remuin 
in charge until the undertaker arrives, they 
w ill immune diateiv report to this office. 

9. The Howard budge must be conspicuous- 
ly worn during the entire time thatit is in the 
possession of the nurse. 

lv. Acopy of these rules will be turnished 
every nurse, with his or her name uponit, 
which must be keptin a conspicuous place, 
where itcan be readily seen by the physician 
or visitor.

Further Particulars Regarding His 
Death. 


He is Supposed to Have Been Laboring Under 
a Form of Insanity. 


There isa mystery hanging about the death 
of Officer Patrick O’ Donnell yesterday that is 
not yet solved. The theory is advanced by 
some of his friends that he did not commit 
suicide at all, but that he was cleaning his pis- 
tol and that it was accidentally discharged, 
and as proof ot this, it*is said, tnat 
when cleaning his pistol some 
tine ago, it was accidentally discharged, the 
ball passing through the ceiling of the room. 
Itisatact that the officers of the force are 
obliged to have their side arms in good condi- 
tion on every pay-day. But it he was accident- 
ally shot, it seems strange that he would have 
left the following note to his mother: 

ST. LOUIs.—DEAR MOTHER: Ihave suffcred 
for the last ten years, and 1 have given up all 
hepes of ever seeing you or apy person belong- 
ingtome. Bridgetis dead send buried, and 
[seen it, and the bastard Pat Dorsey stole 
everything in St. Louis and left mein the lurch 
to the amount of $75. 


It bas also been said tnat O'Donnell was 
heavily in debt on his own account, and that 
he feared that he would be disciplined by the 
Police Board. There ig a regulation in the Po- 
lice Department to the effect that 

AN OFFICER CANNOT CONTRACT DEBTS 

for the necessaries of life; such as breaa and 
meat and clothiag, but there is seldom any 
trouble with the men on this account. On in- 
quiry it was learned that Officer 0’ Donnell 
had never been charged with a violation of this 
rule. The obligation he had assumed in re- 
gard to the funcral expenses of his wife was 
not to be considered in the light of an 
ordinary debt; and, besides that, he hal 
twenty friends who would have come to his as 
sistance if they had known he was in distress. 
The only reasonable supposition is that he was 
laboring under a_e species of insanity, 
and that it was aggravated by the 
death of his sister and the conduct 
of his brother-in-law, of whom hespeaks in 
the above note to his mother. On the night 
before hia death he was in the 
Fourth District Station, and while 
there jokingly anded the Sergeant 
acigar, saying at the same time thatit was 
probably the last one he wouid ever give him: 
This would indicate that he had the idea of 
suicide in bis heagc at the time.

FINANCIAL REVIEWS.

The Midsummer Exodus from Europe—Ar- 
rival of 12,130 Immigrants During 
August. 


{Special to the Courier-Journal. } 

NEW YORK, September 4.—Tbe number of 
immigrants arriving here.in August was 
12,130, being about 5,000 in excess of the 
number forthe corresponding month a year 
and being a larger increase than in 
any other monthin 1879. Nevertheless, the 
increase has been marked from the very 
beginning, and to date it aggregates 22,- 
645. The large number arriving in Aug- 
ust attracts attention, for the 
reason that immigrantion usually 
falls off in midsummer as in the winter months. 
months. In spring and in fall the larger num- 
ber of Europeans seek new homes in America. 
Itisthought that the fallimmigration will be 
larger than before in many vears. The would- 
be immigrant,having gathered his harvest, wil 
naturally start with the proceeds thereet in bis 
pocket. It1s morethan probable that Septem- 
ber’s and October’s arrivals will reach 10,000 
or 12,000 each. Those now landing are mostly 
from Scotland, Sweden, Norway and Ireland, 
and the greater part of them know where they 
are going, ard what they are going to do.

The real estate market in St. Louis is assum- 
ing a more healthy tone than it bas bad for 
years. While few transfers have been made, 
none, in fact, being reported at the Exchange, 
the demand for desirable houses has gone on 
increasing to a wonderful extent. 

At present there are only about three 
hundred and fifty houses offered onthe Ex.- 
change, and among these areally good house 
does not remain unoccupied more than threes 
or four days. 

As \et no movementinthe direction of in- 
mensed rental has been inade, the 
only effect of the rush for houses 


| |.eing to stiffen the demands of the dealers for 
| the advertised prices. These arc always paid at 


once, 
Throughout the city really desirable vacant 
houses are very few in number, and those 
which remain unoccupied for three months 
must have some very objectionable feature. 
GOOD STORES 
are also very scarce, single store-rooms in good 
localities commanding from $50 to $300 a 
month, while store-rooms in the best places 
rent readily at from $1,000 a month up. In 
fact, there are no really fine stores offering. 
The smaller rooms used by notion und fancy 
dealers on side streets bring from $8 to $25 a 


| wonth. 


In St. Louisthere is alwaysa large floating 
pepulation of renters,the fact being that only a 
rmpull minority of the people live in houses 
which they own.

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THE STONE MAN OF TAGHANIC. 
History of Another Piece of Yankee 

Smartness Which Deceived the Doc- 

tors and Professors--Mankind’s Love 

of Humbug Illustrated Again. 
(From the New York Tribune. } 

TRUMANSBURG, N. Y., September 1.—The 
principal topics of conversation in this{vicinity 
of late have been the revelations which have 
recently come to light in regard to the **stone 
man’’ at Taghanic Falls. The circumstances 
attending the disclosure call to mind the old 
adage, ‘‘when rogues fall out honest men 
get their dues’’—not that I wish to be under- 
stood zs stigmatizing those concerned in this 
matter as rogues. Far be it from me todo that. 
But the persons interested have 
come to some misunderstanding in regar.| to 
a division of the spoils, and those considering 
themselves aggrieved resolved to retaliate by 
exposing the fraud. The result has been 
some amusing developme.:ts. The real facts 
in the case are as follows: The figure was 
made by one Ira Dean, an ingenious mechanic 
employed in the Gregg Iron Works, in this 
village. Theideaoccurred to him while ex- 
perimenting upon a composition for cement- 
ing cellar-bottoms. He has a brother, Alan- 
son Dean, who has acquired some local 
celebrity as a wood-carver, and who last 
winter exhibited a collection of ‘*Bible 
Beasts’’ in Ithaca, Trumansburg, Elmira and 
neighboring places, the images being design- 
ed to represent the beasts spoken of in Revel- 
ations. Thev were good pieces of work. It 
is probable that these experiences were of 
service og his brother in producing a **iniss- 
ing lin > The ingredients used in the 
make-up of the stone man were iron filings 
and lathe turnings puiverized and sifted, the 
sand and grit thrown down by grindstones in 
the works, beef’s blood, bone meal, some 
sulphuric aeid, phosphate of lime and some 
other materials which Dean keeps secret, as it 
would damage the cellar-bottoms business to 
make them known. 

In bis first attempt at producing a prebis- 
téric man he tried to mould the figure, but 
found that this would not do. Hethen formed 
a long, shapeless mass of the composition and 
carved it out by hand, using an ordinary 
knife while it was soft and plastic, and thena 
chisel as it grew harder, tinishing with files, 
pumice stone send sand paper. After the fig- 
“ure Was completed it was covered with a wash 
composed of sand. plaster of paris, blood, car- 
bolic ecid and whites of eges. The hoof orelub 
foot, which was the source of so much spnec- 
ulation, was formed on purpose, as was also 
the difference in the lengths of the femora and 
‘tibiw. . The reason given for this was that the 
Cardiff giant created suspicion by being too 
perfect, “snd the chance of a successful impo- 
sition would be improved by producing a mis- 
shapen figure with the appearance of having 
been distorted and battered by the upheavals 
and convulsions of earlyages. The affair was 
not baked or subjected to the action of fire at 

- anv stage of its manufacture. 

Three orfonr days before its pretended 
discovery the object was conveyed by night to 
the place determined upon for its resurrec- 
tion, zccompanied by four men, residents of 
Trumansburg. An excavation had alreadv 
been made nearto the spot located forthe 
proposed find. . The soil is loose and gravelly, 
and the side of the excavation was dug into 
laterally. leaving the sod above, and the old 

tump, upon which so much _ stress 
as been laid, intact and un- 
disturbed. After planting the body, 
the cavity was filled in and tamped firmly, 
and the stone man was left to his slumbers 
until the resurrection morn, which, in his 
case, was the morning of the 2d of July last. 
Any disturbance of the soil would escape at- 
tention on account of the digging and work 
which had been going on there for some time 
‘before. It is reported that forty-three physi- 
cians have visited and closely examined the 
curiosity and its surroundings, and that of 
that number over thirty committed themselves 
to a belief in its genuineness as a petrifaction 
of some living being. Modest common people 
who indulged in doubts were annihilated with 
a look of owl-like gravity, a smile of 
superiority, or the remark that if they 
‘understood anatomy they could see 
that such a specimen was not the work of a 
man. Itis nowin order for these Solons 
to rise and expiain how wisdom is justified 
of ber children. One professor of Cornell 
University, Iam told, was led to give his 
opinion that the thing had certainly once 
lived and breathed. Willard Asvlum for the 
Insane was also represented in the ranks of 
the faithful. and a delegation of experts from 
that institution gave the fraud a certificate of 
respectability. Asa humbug it can certainly 
be called a respectable success, but it is not 
the first fraud that success has made respect- 
able. Whether the venture is a success 
financially | have no means of knowing, but 
I understand that in a moderate degree it has 
proved to be such. 


A THOUSAND SMITHS. 


‘Gathering of the Descendants of an An- 
cient Hollander at Peapack, N. J. 
[From the New York Herald. ] 

The great Smith family, whose members 
permeate every civilized quarter of the globe. 
will have their fourth annual re:inion to-day, 
on the farm of Peter Z. Smith, one mile east 
of Peapack, N. J., on the North Branch of 
the Raritan River. Peter, who is 62 
years old, is the great grand 
son of John Heinrich Schmidt, who 
emigrated to this country from Holland in 
the year of 1740, and who finally settled a 
century azo on the grounds where his numer- 
ous descendants meet to-day. John Heinrich 
‘was a farmer, and came to New York when he 


was twenty years old. After a while he ven- 
tured into Jersey, and penefrated as far as 
vewark, where he had hopes of meeting a 
rirl named Fraulein Christtan, with whom he 
vent to schoe}] in the old country. He met 
nd married her, and in the course of his 
prosperous married life had by her seventeen 
hildren. all strong and healthy. 
He went into farming at a 
place called Readington, in Hunterdon coun- 
ty, and by steady application became a 
prosperous and influential man. All of his 
seventeen children grew up to manhood and 
omanhood, and all married and remained 
bn the soil of New Jersey with the exception 
of three, who passed into New York State. 
Mf those seventeen children of the ancient 
Hollander, nove had less than four and none 
more than ten children each.

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SERPENT WORSHIP. 


A Paper Read Before the Science Asso- 
ciation at Saratoga. 

At the meeting of the Science Association at 
Saratoga a few days ago, Mr. Henderson read 
apaperon ‘*Serpent Worship’’ among the 
Indians of the Mississippi Valley, which was 
long and exhaustive, but it contained so much 
of curious interest that the little room in 
which the section met became crowded as the 
reading proceeded. The following is the prin- 
cipal part of this interesting paper: 

The expression, ‘‘as wise as a serpent and 
as harmless as a dove,’’ said Mr. Henderson, 
is the standing over of a superstition, so far 


as the wisdom of the formeris concerned, that 
‘had its origin in the lowest stage of sav- 
agery. The deadly poison, noiseless and mys- 
terious means of progression, the casting of 
the skin and apparent regeneration of the ser- 
pent are well calculated to inspire in savage 
menadread and vereration for it. To this 
day the figure of the serpent 
is used as an emblem of eternity, bse- 
cause of this superstition respect- 
irg the power of the snake to renew its youth. 
We sce the force of this n the legend of the 
fall of Eve. This trace of superstition among 
the enlightened of the world should be reproof 
to us when we are inclined to sneer at the sa- 
cred relations which exist between the abo- 
rigines of is country and the reptiles of the 
woods and p ies. Like all savage or half- 
civilized men, the Indians attributed to super- 
natural power every event or phenomenon 
which they could not understand or ex- 
plain. The stealthy character of the snake, 
and the fatal effect of its apparently insignifi- 
cant bite, Jed the Indians to attribute to it the 
quality of spiritual power. The serpent was 
at one time worshipped as a divine being by all 
the tribes from Cape Horn to Hudson’s Bay, 
and from ocean to ocean. The rattlesnake 
Was an especial obje ect of worship.on account, 
it 1s believed, of it power and disposition to 
give warning of its presence, thus doing an 
act of bravery which inspired the Indian 
with admiration for its character. The 
superstition respecting snakes was traced 
throughout the globe, among savage people. 
In Africa the Maravi believe that the souls of 
bud men go, after denth, into jackals. and 
those of good men into snakes. The Zulus 
think that the high state of future existence, 
the snake, is reached by a progression through 
wasps, lizards and other less esteemed crea- 
tures. The Winnebago Indians attributed an 
evil spirit to the rattlesnake, but they ab- 
stained from killing it because they feared 
that it would out of revenge send pestilence 
smongthem. Sometribes were accustomed 
tosalute the rattlesnake reverentially, and 
would placate it by sprinkling tobacco upon 
it, and by other acts of friendship, and then 
they would secretly catch it by the tail and 
kill it quickly, preserving the skin as a trophy 
and as an object of veneration. The Daketas 
bad a custom of smoking to the rattlesnake, 
and then praying it to go home and harm 
them not.

The object of preparing these articles was to 
give a conception of the extent ot many kinds 
Of business here of which a great many people 

* are comparatively ignorant, and to show that 
in them all there is a general revival of pros- 
perity. This work has certainly been success- 
fully accomplished. So accustomed had the 
ears of everybody been to reports of the su- 
periority of Chicago that an impression 
had gone out that St. Louis was not 
as greatacity as she reailyis. In these arti- 
cles it has been shown that St. Louis is ahead 
ot her neighboring city of the lakes in the in- 


crease of building, in the grocery trade, in the 


saddiery trade, inthe drug trade, in the cot- 
ton trade, in the hardware trade, and the 
wood and willow-ware trade. And asto the 
revival of prosperity, whkrt more could 
be asked? In every line of business treated 
of there is a remarkable increase, the general 
increase for this year promising to be some- 
thing unprecedented in the history of the city. 
Sales in ail lines are frem 15 to 50 per cent 
heavier than they wer@ last vear, and many 
establishments report that they are unable to 
supply the demand. 

It bas been the aim of the writer in all cases 
to give a truthful account, and, whenever it 
was possible, the authentic and 
indisputable figures were given. There 
never before was so much valuable statistical 
matter published, in popular form, about St. 
Louis trade. 

For convenience, there is here given a re- 
view of these fitteen articles, in which will be 
found a compact statement of the most salient 
points in them. 


Saddlery. 

It was shown in the lineof saddlery and har4d- 
ware that St. Leuis does a business of $3,500,-

Grain. 

The grain trade of St. Louis now amounts to 
$25,000,000 per annum, and is constantly in- 
creasing. The receipts of wheat for 1878 were 
14,000,000 bushels as against 9,000,000 bush- 
els for 1877. The receipts of wheat up to Sep- 
tember 1, 1579, were 10,000,000 bushels as 
against 7,000,000 up to September 1, 1878, an 
increase of 3,000,000 bushels. Thereceipts of 
wheat for July, 1879, were 3,000,000 bushels, 
as against 1,700,000 bushels for 1878. The 
shipwents of wheat from this market in 1865 
were 67,000 bushels; the shipments for 1878 
were 6,000,000 bushels. These figures are 
certainly sufficient to show a most gratifying 

rosperity in the grain market of St. Louis. 

t the present heavy receipts continue, 
there will be received here 20,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat this year. The 
facilities ter handling grain here are the very 
best. St. Louis enjoys the best elevator system 
in the world. Oné of her elevators lately 
burned downisto be replaced by one three 
times as large, to cost $150,000. The comple- 
tion of the extensions now being made to the 
Kansas City and Northern Railroad and the Sc. 
Lonis and San Francisco will add at least 
6,000.000 bushels t» the grainreceipts of St. 
Louis. 


Tobacco. 

It wes shownthat St. Louis is the leading 
marketinthe United States for the sale of 
manufactured tobacco. It was shown that one 
house alone in this city paid $202,000 Govern- 
ment tax for the month of May last, and that 
this was more than all the factories ot Chicago 
combined paid for the same 
time. There are some of the 
largest manufactories of plug tobacco 
here that are to be foundin the country, and 


they are all crowded with orders. There is not 
afactoryin the city that can supplyits de- 
mands, and business with them has never be- 
fore been knownto be so good. As proof of 
the ascendency of St. Louis over Chicago in 
thetobacco trade, itis only necessary to reter 
to the taxes on tobacco paid by thetwo cities 
to the Government. For the year ending June 
30, 1878, Chicago paid taxes on tobacco to the 
amount of $1,352,475. 

Forthe same year St. Louis paid taxeson 
tobacco to the amount of $1,564,467. 

This includes taxeson cigars. The difference 
in taxes paid On manufactured tobacco would 
be still greater in favor of St. Louis. The to- 
bacco manutacturing interests of this city are 
certainly in as prosperous a condition as could 
be cesired. 

Agricultural Machinery. 

It was shown tbat there isa remarkable pros- 
perity inthe growth of the trade in farm ma- 
chinery, and that St, Louis has every requisite 
for being a leading manufacturing center. The 
Whitman Agricultural Works and kKingsland, 
Ferguson & Co.’s works arg both busy, and 
will be compelled to enlarge to accommo- 
date their greatly increase@ demand. The 
bountiful crops of 1879, along with the gener- 
al prosperity of the country,have had a stimu- 
lating eifect upon farming interests,and stocks 
of agricultural machinery that have been on 
hand forsome time have been exhausted by 
an extraordinary number of purchases. With 
such a magnificent agricultural region asis 
tributary to St. Louis, and with 
such facilities of waier, fuel, room 
and raw material as are here found, this point 
can bardly fail to become a great center for the 
production of tarm machinery. 


Flour. 
The flour trade of St. Louis is one thing of

The Lumber Trade. 

It was shown that the lumber trade of St. 
Stfis Is the third largestin the United States, 
and that the annual sales amount to 
$5,000,000. There has been a constant decrease 
in the stock on hand on January 1 of eaeh year 
for several years] past, showing 
an increased demand. The growth 
ef the business for 1879 has been remarkable. 
The increase will be greater, probably, than 
thatinthetrade of uny other market inthe 
z<ountry. Owing to very favorable rates of 
freight to the Southwest during the spring and 
summer, Jjarge amounts cf lumber 
were shipped that direction, | 
and St. Louis guined a large advantage over | 
Chicago. Thereisan especial! increase here | 
in the demand for hard woods, and the trade | 
in that line has doubled in the last four years.

Horses and Mules. 

Inthe article on this subject it was shown 
tthat St.Louis is not only the greatest borse and 
mule marketin the United States, but the 
largest in the world. The State of Missouri 
produces every year as many inules as any 
other seven Statesin the Union. Over 45,000 
bead of borses and mules pass 
through this market every year, 
andthe whole business here amounts to $4,- 
500,000 per annum. The tradeis ina most | 

rosperous condition and will be half amil- | 

jon better this yearthan last. St. Louis ec- 
cupies amost favorable position to all the 
leading sources of supply and allthe principal | 
markets. The exportingof mulesfrom this | 
port began about four years ago, andis now | 
a large business of - itself.

It now ainounts to $20.000,000 
per annum, and is ‘constantly’ increas- 
ing. This is the largest flour producing market 
in the United States. In the much boasted of 
flush times of 1868, the receipts amounted to 
only 805,836 barrels, aeainst 1,305,336 
barrels in18S78. The amount manufactured in 
1868 was 895,151 barrels as against 1,916,- 
2S$0 in 1878. The shipments of 1868 
amounted te 1,499,337 barrels, while in 1S7s8 
they amounted to 2.670,740 barrels. an in- 
crease Of neaaly 1,200,000 barvets. Nothing 
except cotton ard grain can show a more rapid 
growth in this market. The city mills last vear 
consumed 7,400,975 bushels of the 14,000,000 
bushels of wheat that came here, and the pro- 
ductin flourtrom this was 343,0U0 more bar- 
rels than the amount made the year before. 

The exporting of flour from St. Louis direct 
to England has come to be a large industry of 
itself, and is constantly increasing.

Hides. 

St. Louis is the largest domestic dry hide 
market in the United States, and the buasi- 
ness bere amounts to $3,000,000 per annum. 

The product of the city butcher shops is 
2,000 a week or 8,000 amonth. The product 


of the St. Louis Beef Canning Company alone 


is 500 a day or 3,000 a week. The total hiae 
product of St. Louis this year will be 250,000, 
which will be a very large increase over 
latt year. St. Louia reecives vast numbers 
ef hides from Texas, Colorado, 

diau Territory and the vast 

growing regions of the Southwest. 

the hides from here gotothe tanneries of the 
East, and sofartanning bas been a limited 
industry here; butthereis no reason why it 
should not be increased. There is now being 
built a tanmery that will use 400 hides a week, 
and itis probablethat others will be started 
in the course ot a year. 
There are all the requisites for 
tanning hides bere that exist inthe East, and 
there is no good reason why the immense hide 
product or St. Louis should not be used at 
home. 


The City’s Progress in Building. 
It was shown under this head that St. Louis 

doing more building this vear 
than any other cicy in the 
couptry. St. Louis is probably the most 
unfinished city in the United States. The to- 
tal number ef permits issued in 1875 is 1,972, 
and the total numberin 1878 1,687, making 
a difference of about 300 in tavor of 
1875. The difference in the amount of 


money expended for building purposes in 
these two yeurs is tar greater, being over $3,- 
000,000 intavor of 1875. The difference in the 
amount ef money spentis very much out of 
proportion to the differencein the number of 
buildings putup, and it appears that almoat 
as many buildings could be put up in 1878 for 
$2,579,773 as could be in 1875 for $5,662,930. 
Ot course the character of the Dnildings had 
muchtodo with the cost, but there is also 
this consideration, which takes a preominert 
part. The cost ot building material in 1875 was 
almost twice as great as it was in 1878, sothat 
it is not too much to say that the citv’s growth 
in 1878 was ulmost as greatas in 1875, when 
times were much better. Last year was the

“ The Grocery Trade. 

It was shown that there are thirty wholesale 
grocery houses in St. Louis that sell, on an 
average, $750,000 worth of goods a year each. 
There are three of these honses that sell, on an 
average, $1,500,000 worth of goods a year 
each. ‘The whole thirty houses de a tetal an- 
nual business of $22,500,000. From present 
indications the St. Louis grocery trade will in- 
crease twenty percert this year. It will not be 
long, at the present rate ot increase, till the 
annual sales amount to $30,000,000. 


It will be seen that the grocery trade of St. 
Louis is the peer of the grain trade. But its 
growth inthe past few years has not been near 
sorapid. St. uis hada large grocery trade 
long before she had any grain trade. Both 
are bound to be great factors in the commerce 
of St. Louis, for the reason they are both con- 
nected with food supply, and this city 1s des- 
tined to supply more food to mankind than any 
other on the continent. 

The grocery trade of St. Louis is now larger 
then that ofany ether cityin the country, ex- 
cept New York. There are one or two houses 
in Chicago that mar seli more goods than any 
one or two houses here, but theré aré more 
houses here than in Chicage,and the total salea 
are greater. Besides thisthereis much more 
capital invested in the St. Louis grocery trade 
than there is in that of Chicago, and the deal- 
ers here are more substantial. Dealers here 
can make their purchases for cash, while those 
of Chicago buy largely on time; hence they are 
compelled to sell at the slightest profit in order 
to compete with St. Louis. Thereisa grocery 
houce in Chicago that boasts ot having sold 

worth of goods in 
1878, at an average rofit ot one- 
quarter of one per cent. ‘his is not en- 
terprise, but recklessness, for who believes 
thatarmy great commercial establishment is 
safe that bases its chances on a profit of onec- 
quarter of one percent? But the dealer who 
purchases tor cash can always undersell the 
one who purcbases on time, however smalia 
profit the latter may restrict himself to. Ifa

She labors industriously, and has 
produced a great quantity of inscriptions, 
symbols, and flowers.

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People in situations which give them oppor- 
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ture, brings out the earfous fact that among 
the mythological poems and epics which suc- 
ceeded the age ot Babylonian hymns is one 
which recounts the descent of the Goddess 
Istar into Hades in search of her husband Tam- 
muz, the beautiful Sun-god, slainby the tusk 
of Winter, who was the prototype of the Greek 
legend of Aphrodite and Adonis. Another tells 
of a Chaldean Prometheus who stole the secrets 
ot the gods ana was transformedinto a bird of 
préy. It was around the name of Gisdhubar 
that mythology in that country clustered most 
thickly, and laid the foundations 
of the chief epic of ancient Baby- 
lonia. This epic was in twelve 
books, arranged upon an astronomical princi- 
ple, the subject of each book corresponding 
with the name of a month, and the sign of the 
Zodiac after which the month was called. The 
antiquity of the epic may be judged of from the 
fact thatthe languagein whichit was origin- 
ally composed becau.e extinct before the sev- 
enteenth century B.C. Gisdhubar, Mr. Sayce 
shows, is a solar hero, and his twelve labors 
were the originals of those of the Greek Her- 
cules, who was himself the Tyrian Sun-god, 
Melkarth. Evidence is accumulating to make 
it abuncahtly clear that the germs of much cf 
the Greek pantheon and mythology, like the 
germs of Greek art, were primarily derived 
from Babylonia and Assyria, through the hands 
ot the Phanicians, so that the results of Assyr- 
ian research have proved themselves import- 
ant, not only to the Biblical student, but to the 
Greek scholar as well. 


Lessons From My Masters. 

Considerable attention has been drawn in 
England to an article in the last Spectator on 
Mr. Peter Bayne’s ‘‘Lessons From My Mas- 
ters,’’ those masters being Carlyle, Tennyson 
and Ruskin, andareport has got into the 
newspapers that Mr. Ruskin is the author of it. 
Very littie is said of Ruskin in the article, the 
reason given being that ‘‘the present writer is 
only competent to say on that head that Mr. 
Bayne’s study of Ruskin as an art critic is full 
of interest,’’ while itis added that ‘‘on Mr. 
Ruskin’s general doctrines Mr. Bayne speaks 
with reserve—perhaps with too much reserve.’’ 
Elsewhere in the article it is said that Mr. 
Bayne speaks of Mr. Ruskin’s writings on art 
‘*with areverent deference to which we cannot 
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Be the author who he 
may, the article isa superior piece of lit- 
erary work. Its estimate of Carlyle is inter- 
esting, even if it be not Ruskin’s. ‘‘It has been 
probably bis greatest fault,’’ says the writer, 
‘‘as a delineator, that, asarule, he has shown 
a tendency to overpaint the inward phenomena 
of which he had discovered, or thought he 
had discovered, the signs.’’ ‘‘Heis too free, 
not only with the eternities and tbe immensi- 
ties, but with the failure of the eternities and 
the immensities.’’ Carlyle’s sober, intellectu- 
al judgmentis ‘‘vastly inferior to’’ his seeing 
power. His has been ‘‘awise and serene life, 
lived without being bent into conformity with 
any standard of right except his own, but con- 
formed tothat stundard, so faras any exter- 
naljudge can torm an estimate. with creat 
resolution.’’ Again, ithas been ‘‘a just and 
dignified life, alife of worthy toil irradiated 
by great genius.’’ Mr. Bayne calls ita life of 
‘‘epical grandeur,’’ but to this exceptions are 
taken since such a life belongs to the world of 
action and enterprise, and is one which ‘ ‘stirs 
the pulses of those wbo watch its fortunes.’’

The Boston Public Library has receiveda 
copy of the ‘*Missale Vetus Hibernicum,’’ late- 
ly published by F. E. Warren, Fellow of St. 
John’s College, Oxford. It is a reprint, with 
fac-similes, of a twelfth century Irish mass- 
bcok now in the library of Corpns Christi. It 
is writtenin Latin, buc with the ancient Irish 
characters. 

Professor Adoifo Bartoli, of the Instituto 
Superiore, is at tue head of a scheme for the 
publication of a complete illustrated catalogue 
of allthe Italian manuscr'‘pts in the three sec- 
tions of the Florence National Library. These 
inanuscripts are over 17,000 in number, and 
Prof, rartoli and bis colleagues propose to di- 
vide the catalogue intotwo seriés—poetry and 
prose—and toissue it in monthly numbers of 
sixty-four octavo pages. The publication of the 
series Gcvoted to poetry will be begun as soon 
as one hundred subscrivers bave been found, 

That rather sensational but still healthy and 
instructive writer for boys, Mr. Horatio Alger, 
Jr., wil) publish, in September, through A. K. 
Loring, of Bosten, ‘*The District Telegraph 
LBoy,’’ thelast of the series of sketches of 
street-lifeia New York, begun eleven years 
since by the publication of ‘‘Ragged Dick.’’ 
Mr. Alger states in his forthcoming preface, 
that these Looks have awakened a philanthro- 
pic interest in the children whose struggies and 
privations he has endeavored faithfuliy to de 
scribe, and warmly commends the Children’s 
Aid Society asa wise and excellent organiza- 
tion for their benefit. 

Max Muller prefaces the first volume of the 
important work ot the Sacred Books of the 
East, of which he is the editor, with 4 striking 
passage from the writings of Bishop Beveridgc, 
the distinguished Oriental scholar of the seven- 
teenth century. ‘‘Indeed,’’ says the bishop, 
‘*there was never any religion so barbarous 
and diabolical, but it was preferred betore all 
other religions whatsoever by them that did 
profess it; otherwise they wouid not have pro- 
fersed it. And why, say they, may not you be 
mistaken as well as we? Especially when 
there is, ut least, six to one against your 
Christian religion; all of which think they 
serve God aright, and expect happiness there- 
by as well as you.’’ 

British naturalists are so much pleased with 
the results of the labors of Dr. Elliott Cones, 
assistant surgeon of the United States Army, 
thatsome thirty or more have signed a me- 
morial praying that he be continued in his po- 
sition of ornithologist and given tacilities to go 
to Europe and complete his work. Owing to 
the usefulness and high grade of his biblio- 
graphical appendix to the ‘-Birds of the Volo- 
1ado Valley,’’ which is No. 11 of the miscel-

There were eight entries for the contest, Otis 
O. Hall, Robert W. Goode, Louis Tetard, John

J. A. St.John as referee and Mr. John A. 
Dillon chief scorer. When 7 o'clook 
drew nigh Will Peck, Tom _ Albright 
and Hefferkamp drew out of 
the match,leaving Messrs. Hali,Goode,Tetard, 
Peck and Starkloff to struggle for the 
first prize. At 7 o’clock sharp 
the walkers were sent off and 
the fun began. Young Peck maintained the 
lead tor the first hour and then was passed by 
FHial!l, who did some very pretty walking and 
running. The first hour passed by smoothly 
no considerable advantage being gained by 
either ofthe walkers, Tetard dropping to the 
rear. During the second hour too much spurt- 
ing was indulged in, and at 9 o’clock it 
was perceived that Goode was winded. 
He had run too much at the 
start and left the track shortiy before the close 
of the third hour, retiring fromthe walk. At 
10 o'clock Hall was still in the lead with seven- 
teen miles scored tohis credit, Starkloff was 
onelap behind, Peck was near and Tetard’s 
score stood sixteen miles, Hall 
kept the lead crowded closely by 
Starkloff, and cn the last quarter hourit was 
mere conjecture asto which ef the two would 
win.

An excellent pro- 
gramme is provided, calling for a race of mile 
heats, for three-year-olds; balf-mile and mile 
heats, forallages; dashesof three-quarters, 
one mile, and one mile anda half, for all ages; 
dash of three-quarters of a mile, for two-year- 
olds, and the Kansas City Cup, two and a quar- 
ter miles. The management will find that this 
will pay better than tabooing horse-racing. 


Running in Sulkies. 

A new feature in horse racing will be intro- 
duced at the Golden Gate Fair, that is attract- 
ing considerable attention. Running horses 
areto be driven in sulkies, and, speaking of 
this innovation, the San Francisco Morning 
Call of August 24 says: ‘‘There is likely to be 
some fine racing, and the novelty of the race to 
trotting sulkies is attracting more attention 
asthe horses are exercised. It is probably 
the first instance on record of three thor- 
oughbreds engaging in a race of that descrip- 
tion, and the best informed horsemen were 
entirely ignorant of the capacity of a horse 
when harnessed to the same weight as trotters 
draw in their contests. A milein two miuutes 
was he!d to be about the maximum of speed by 
a horse galloping, and only a short time ace a 
wager was laid that a borse, kept for the pur- 
pese of running with trotters in their work, 
could not makeitin 2°05. Heranin 2:03, and 
probably could huve beater two minutes.

Ross-Smith Sculling Race. 

The New York Herald says of the Ross-Smith 
sculling race at Halifax on Monday: 

The sculling match between Wallace Ross, 
of St. John, and Smith, of Halifax, came off 
Monday, the latter winning by a length and a 
half. This race was to have been rowed on 
August 26, and has been postponed day by day 
on account of rough water. The postponement 
was mainly attributable tothe clause inthe 
articles fixing the time of rowing between the 
hours of three and sixinthe afternoon. If it 
bad not been for that the race would have been 
rowed on last week Wednesday morning,as the 
water was then in fair condition. The contin- 
ued postponements have certainly left money 
in the city, but not satisfied the numer- 
ous visitors that were unable to re- 
main and witness the race. Plenty 
of people, unable to leave their home and bDusi- 
mess for more thantwoorthree days are out 
railroad fares and expenses, and consequently 
do not retain the most favorable impressions 
of their visit to Halifax. The weather this 
morning was charming, hardly a breath of 
wind, and at2 p.m. the water was as smooth 
as glass. Visitors began flocking into the city 
at an early hour, asif satisfied that there would 
be no disappointment to-day, and as the after- 


noon advanced the tide of spectators rolled out 
in the direction of Bedford Basin. Both men 
wert out on the water during the forenoon and 
took ashort pull. They were closely watched 
while in the water, but as neither appeared 
to be doing his best the spectators couid 
not gain much information asto their relative 
merits. The crowd around the boat-houses 
increased during the afternoon and some little 
betting was done. Asarule, the odds were 
even, but Smith appeared to have the call. 
Shortly after three p. m. the spectators began 
to string out along the road that lines the 
course on Bedford Basin, and, before the ref- 
eree’s boat appeared, there must have been 
several thousand people congregated along the 
shore.

There was some delay in starting the men, as 
word was brought that one of the turning 
stakes had gone adrift, and the referee steam 
ed down to get itin position. Whenthe refe- 
ree returned the men tossed for position. and 
Smith, winning, tookthbe inside course. They 
paddied up to their places and 
sent away without delay. 
was quickest getting off, and 
pefore they had gone twenty lengths, shoved 
the nose of his shellin front. Both men were 

ulling steady, but Smitn appeared to get his 
boat faster through the water, and before they 
had gone half a mile wasa clear length in 
the lead.
